INCOME TAXES 

r IE TOTAL NUMBER OF INDIVID- 

uals who paid iocasM taxes in Canada during 
the fiscal year ended March 31, 1934, aggregated 
203.957 as compared with 166,972 during tha fiscal 
year ended March 31. 1933. Thi* waa due to the 

increase in the number of taxpayers with an income 
of not more than $3,000. The number of mdrindiml 
taxpayers with an income of lea* than $2,000 in¬ 
creased from 63.276 during tha fiscal year 1932- 
1933 to 93,316 dung the focal year 1933-34. 
Similarly, the number of taxpayers with an income 
of between $2,000 and $3,000 per annum increased

The Houa* of Commons was told that 
Britain has binned such shipments to Abyssinia, but 
has not needed to do *o in the Utttf Italy, because 
Italy makes her own munitions. 


While by far tha largest number of individual 
taxpayers are in a group of leu than $3,000, tha bulk 
of the income taxes is derived from thoat individuals 
with an income of over $10,000. Individuals with 
incomes of over $10,000 paid during the focal year 
1933-34, $21,000,000 out of a total revenue derived 
from income taxes of $29,000,000. While only 
a relatively amall amount of the total revenue* derived 
from income taxes are collected from individuals 
with an income of let* than $3,000, the Canadian 
Government believes that taxing even the smallest 
■scone makes the people at a whole more tax conscious. 

Fanners at a rule pay ■><> income taxes, which it 
clearly borne out by the fact that during the fiscal 
year 1933-34 only 262 agrarians in Canada paid 
income taxes. Men engaged in finance paid the 
highest average per capita income tax. During 1933- 
1934, the average per capita income tax paid by thii 
group amounted to $639. 3X11010*110 merchants wen 
second with a per capita income tax of $376, fol¬ 
lowed by professional men who paid on the average 
$336 during the focal year 1933-34. 

The number of corporate taxpay*rt during the 
focal year 1933-34 aggregated 6.913 as compared 
with 6,483 during the previous year. The greatest 
increase took place in financial corporations whoso 
number rose from 1,270 during the focal year 
1932-33 to 2.853 during the focal year 1933-34. 

The second large# group is contributed by menu* 
factoring corporations which during the focal year 
ended March 31. 1934. aggregated 1,897 as com¬ 
pared with 1,629 during the preceding fiscel year.

A new waterfront nnloa Is |a 
process of formation here to-day. 
as a result of the split last week 
In the Victoria lUffcrs' and 
Transport Workers* Association. 
Officers have not yet been elected, 
bat an executive has been formed. 
The new organisation will bo known 
as the Victoria Longshoremen s As¬ 
sociation, and will bo independent. 

An application for incorporation 
was filed with the Registrar of Com¬ 
panies this morning. «. 

James Lackie. former preeldent of 
the Riggers and Transport Workers, 
who Is a member of the executive of 
the new eeeoclation. thle morning 
stated that longshoremen at present 
on strike and claiming they are locked 
out will be welcomed Into the new 
organisation. 

EVENTS OF LAST TEAS 
Ur. Lackie gave details of the events 
of the last year, leading tip to the 
present situation. 

Until about a year ago. he eaML 
Victoria had been an open shop port 
for longshoremen. Then the Riggers 
and Transport Workers* Association 
was formed and got an agreement 
with the employers. As a result men 
who formerly had been earning only 
some S10 a month had their earnings 
Increased to $100 or 0125 monthly. 
Old men. who previously had not 
been able to make * living, earned 
about 050 a month. 

On May 1 of this year, the local 
association Jolxqgfi the Vancouver 
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j and Waterfront Workers of Canada. 

{. Mr. Lackie went to V—otmi to a 
conference with the officers of the 
■olBlend eeeocietlon, and reported 
beak to the Victoria association that 
the Vancouver men had declared that 
“they had to have trouble, ao they 
might ae well have It now.** 

The Victoria union Inquired of 
Vancouver what their position would 
b* In the event of a mainland strike. 
They were told that they were auto¬ 
nomous. 

AS RED TO CALL STRIKE 
* On the day that the mainland 
etetke began. Mr. Lockle received a 
telephone call from Vandouver. he 
stated to-day. asking him to call a 
general strike here. He called a meet¬ 
ing. and. the matter wae put to the 
ballot. The result waa fifty against 
striking and forty-eU In favor of 
striking. A majority of 7S per cent 
la required by the constitution of the 
local eaeociatkm on a strike vote. 

Inter local delegatee met Van¬ 
couver delegates In Nanaimo, and 
stated that they would work Victoria 
cargoes on all fair ships. The Van- 
oouver delegates approved their 
decision. 

The delegates, said Mr. Lackie to¬ 
day, also stated that if they had the 
same conditions as existed In Victoria, 
there would never hare been a strut# 
on the mainland.

front th. Shipping federation cam* 
here and Interviews the cucuUv.

port. 

A meeting wae called, attended kg 
eighty-four out of th* 1 M mem bare, 
and voted fifty-re van in favor of 
working Victoria cargore on all vre- 
Mla, to twantjr-aU agalnet.

Two ahlpa wre# worked here fol¬ 
lowing thle daclalon. 

DECISION ALTERED r 
Three, daya later, a. B. Brown, tba 
secretary of the Vancouver union 
caret over and addrrered the local 
workere, reld Mr. Lackie. The tint 
night there waa not a quorum. On 
the second night, urenty-ono wore 
preeent. and on a ballot being taken, 
roted thirty-eight to thirty-three to 
erere working unfair ahlpa. 

The employers were notified and 
called Mr. ’.eckle Into conference. 

On Friday. July 12. Mr. Lackie says 
he again pointed Out to the long- 
chore Workers that only harrtehlp and 
lore would follow their action, and 
stated that he did not consider the 
Vancouver «trike waa - Italy to enc¬ 
ored. After other speaker, had been 
heard, however, no action waa taken. 
AGREEMENT I1KOKEN 
The employers then sent out a no¬ 
tification that the agreement had 
baan •token, and that tba Victoria 
Riggers- and Transport Workers- As¬ 
sociation would no longer ba recog¬ 
nised. , 

Following this, the situation was 
much re It remained for the whole 
of teat week, with some longshore¬ 
men working veeeela, and a majority 
picketing at the dirks.
